racy it states his age to be 106.

Walshe is the son of 
Wm. Walshe, a native of Ireland, 
who emigrated to America at an 
early da y and settled in 
N ew Y o rk 


state. 
Geo. 
W. Walshe was born 
February 22, 1831, at Schc ne clady, 
N. J., 
and 
received his education 
from the schools of his native state, 
and 
after completing the same he 
was apprenticed to learn the trade 
of 
machinist and engineer, 
after 
which he worked at his trade on the 
Mohaw k and Hudson railroad, now 
the New Y o r k Central railroad. 
After leaving the New Y o rk Cen 
tral 
railroad 
he 
went 
to Boston, 
where he was engaged for tour years 
as machinist 
and 
engineer for the 
Boston and Maine railroad. H e then 
accepted a position with 
the 
New 
\ ork shops 
He remained in that 
capacity for a short time and then 
went to Joliet, lil., and took charge 
of the construction of the C h ic a g o 
and 
Alton 
railroad 
between that 
city and Bloomington as master m e­ 
chanic. 
This was in 1853. 
A sun 
ilar position was tendered 
him by 
the Oh io and Mississippi 
railroad, 
which 
he accepted, 
retaining the 
same about four years. 
/Vfter the war broke out he 
was 
appointed assistant general 
m a n a ­ 
ger of 
United States railroads at 
Nashville, 
'Fenn., 
where 
he 
re­ 
mained until the war closed. 
In 1870 he accepted a position 
with the St. Louis and San Fra ncis ­ 
co 
Railroad comjiany, 
which 
was 
then under construciion, 
and after 
resigning his position 
he accepted 
the posiiiorr of foreman iff I'ne Mis­ 
souri Pacific shops in Sedalia. 
In 1877 he was promoted to mas­ 
ter mechanic and retained that p o ­ 
sition for several years. 
Mr. 
Walshe 
was married 
when 
ordy 19 years cf age, and was after­ 
ward divorced from his wife. 
He 
had 
two 
children, 
a son 
and 
a 
daughter. 
T h e son now resides in 
Nevada, 
Mo , and is a successful 
practitioner. 
While holding 
the 
position 
of 
master 
mechanic in 
Sedalia, 
Mr. 
Walshe had some 
trouble with one 
of 
his 
erapioyes 
and 
was 
shot 
through the left arm. 
T h e wound 
caused 
a 
partial 
paralysis, 
and 
his mind 
became so severely af­

that 
he 
was 
advised 
to give 
up 
railroading.

has 
since made his home with his sister 
at Pittsburg, Kas., and with his s ni 
at Nevada. 
He also had relatives 
at De Soto, Mo.

Walker, before his illness, 
was verv popular iu railroad circles 
and, although a disciplinarian, was 
a kind hearted, getiial man, and the 
Pettis county history, 
referring to 
him, sai's:
